It was simply n heavy 
solid Bhoi, driven by an instantaneous 
motor attachment, and was thus ini|clled 
by tltc some power and in thosamo man- 
ner as tlu> notor bombs. Tho instantane- 
ous motor |wwcr had not yet been. HE'

Tlio calculations of tho distance, of tho 


necessary elevation and direction, nnii 
of the degre* of motor power required, 
wcro made with careful exactness, am 
when tho proper Instant arrived tho but 
ton wu touched, and tlio Eliot witl 
which the cannon was cliarged was 
Instantaneously removed ton point hi 
the ocean about it mile beyond tho Ada 
rnaut, atcompauied by a large portion o 
tho heavy boom at which tho guu tia< 
been aimed. 


Tlie cannon which had been BUS penile 


from the end of this boom fell into the 
sea, and would have crashed down upoi 
the roof of Crnb K, had not that ressei 
fa obedience to u signal from the re[>el 
Ier, loosened its hold H|ion tho Adaman 
aud retired a short distance astern. Ma 
terial injury might not have resultet 
from tho fall of this great mass of mcta 
upon the crab, hut it was considered pru 
dent not l-j take useless risks. 


The oflicers of the Adamant were 


greatly surprised and clingrintd by tho 


fall of their gun, with which they I«J 
ex|iccted ultimately to pound in the roof 
of the crab. 
No damage had IKKJII ilouc 


to thu vessel except the removal of a 
iwrtion of th^l.-oom, with some of tho 
chains aud blocks attached, and no one 
on board the. British ship imagined for a 
moment that this injury had been occa- 
sioned by the distant ropellcr. It wets 
supposed that the constant firing of tho 
cannot had cracked the boom, and that 
it had suddenly snapjicd. 


Kven if there had been on lioard the 


Adamant tho means for rigging cip an- 
other arrangement of the kind for per- 
pendicular artillery practice, it would 
have required a long time to get it into 
working order, anil the director of Re- 
peller No. 7 hoped that now the British 
captain would see Iho tiselcssties3 of con- 
tinued resistance. 


But the British captain saw nothing of 


the kind, and shot after shot from his 
guns were hurled high into the «ir, in 
hopes that the great curves described 
would bring some of them down on the 
deck of the repellcr. If this beastly 
store ship, which coiild Bland fire but 
never returned it, could be sunk, tho Ad- 
amant's captain would be happy. 
With 


tho exception of the loss of her molivo 
power, his vessel was intact, and if the 
Etupid crnh would only continue to keep 
the Adamant's head to the sea until the 
noise of her cntmonudc should altmct 
some, other British vessel to the scene, 
the condition of alTairs might bo altered. 


All that day tho great gunsof the Ada- 


mant continued to rear. The next morn- 
ing, however, the liring was not resumed, 
and the oflicers of the re^K-ller were 
greatly surprised to 
RCO approaching 


from the British ship a lx>at carrying 
white flag. Thi.i van a very welcome i 
sight, and the nni,:ilof ttie Ijoat was 
awaited with eager interest. 


During the night a council had been 


held on board thu Adamant. Her can- 
nonailing had had no tffict, either in 
bringing a-ssisLince or in injuring the 
enemy; she was l>eing towed Mendily 
southward farther and farther from the 
probable neighborhood of a British man- 
of-war; and it was agreed tliat it wo;ild 
bo the part of wisdom to crime to terms 
with the syndicate's vessels. 


Therefore the captain of the Adamant 


sent a letter to Iho repeller, in which he 
stated to the persons in charge of that 
ship that although his vessel had been 
injured in a manner totally at variance 
with the rules of r.nval warfare, lie would 
overlook this fact and would agree to 
cease firing upon the syndicate's vessels, 
provided that the submerged craft which 
was now made fast to his vessel should 
attach itself to the Adamant's bow, and 
by means of a suitable cable which she 
would furnish, would tow her into Brit- 
ish waters. If this were done he would 
guarantee that the towir.g craft should 
have six hours in which lo get away. 


When this letter was read on board 


tho retjellcr it created considerable mer- 
riment, and an answer was s-:nt back 
that no conditions but tho^c of nl<*jhitG 
surrender co-jld be r«.<-tivcd from the 
British ship.

short rations both of food and water. 
They would have been glad enough to 
cast loose from the Adamant, and leaTe 
Lhc gpitoful ship to roll to li«r heart's 
content, broadside to the sea.

did not fear to nin their vessel, with 
its thick roof plates protected by spring 
armor, through the heaviest cannonade. 


But signals from the repeller com- 


manded them to stay by the Adamant a* 
long as they could hold out, and they 
were obliged to content themsclve* with 
a hopo tliat when night fell the other 
crab would bo able to get in under tbe 
stem of the Adamant, and make the de- 
eired exchange.
